Dear Sir: 

The new armature from the Waddell-Entz Co. was received Eriday night and I put it into 
service Saturday morning and struck some 3000 medals all right and ran the press all day. 

It has been my practice ever since the Eair started to come down every Sunday morning 
to see that all is right and I always try the motor, and yesterday I did as usual but had hardly 
started the motor when one of the armature coils (new armature of course) began to burn, 
bearing that by letting the coin burn out in the machine neighboring coils might be damaged I 
stopped the machine instantly and this morning cut the burned coil out and joined up the other 
coil accordingly and the motor started up all right and we coined 3700 medals with out a hitch of 
any kind and the motor is now pulling the empty press all right. 

I cannot possibly account for this trouble as I take the best possible care of it that I can 
and keep it perfectly clean & in good order. 

I have shipped the old armature back to Bridgeport with instructions to the W-E Co. to 
repair it and return it to me as soon as they possibly can, and have written them a full account of 
the trouble with the motor and what I did to it, and have written them this morning telling them 
of the trouble with the new armature. How long it will last in its crippled condition I cannot tell. 
The old one in the same condition ran several months. I trust this will also. 

Of course we are all very sorry for poor Henry Cochran, but are rejoicing sincerely that 
the thing was so quickly & completely cleared up. So effectually silencing those who threw out 
unkind, untrue & uncalled for insinuations against you & your bondsmen. 

I do not know why you do not hear from Mr. Stocks about your bill. He has said nothing 
to me about it since he told me to tell you the send it to him. I would not like to mention it to him 
unless you tell me to or cannot you write and jog his memory.
